WAS PIONEER IN ‘WIRELESS 


James Bowman Lindeay, Scottish En- 
gineer, Has Not Been Given the 
Credit adult Deserves. . 


Little ts heard ‘aout James Bowman 
Lindsay, and much‘about wireless te- 
legraphy, yet the career of the one and 
the history of the other are insepara- 
ble, says the Christfan Science Moni- 
tor. Upwards of sixty years’ago Bow- 
man Lindsay operated a system across 
the River Tay, a distance of one and a 
half miles, Just above the bridge the 
construction of which ranks as one of 
the most notable feats in engineering. 
His efforts failed to attract attention 
at the time, however, because of his 
retiring disposition, but the history of 
electrical research records few names 
more deserving of*respect than his. He 
was a pioneer in the application of 
electricity for heating and lighting 
purposes and bespoke a—great future 
for it. 

Apropos of Bowman Lindsay, as he 
was familiarly known, it is interesting 
to note that his efiergies were not 
wholly directed to the advancement of 
the mechanical arts. He was a lin- 
guist and as such started out to trans 
late the Bible into many different lan- 
guages.

OLDEST OF FRENCH JOURNALS 


Gazette de France Was First Pub- 
lished 238 Years Ago, and Is Still 
In Existence. 


The first number of the Gazette de 
France, the oldest newspaper in 
France, was published 283 yearn ago, 
May 80, 1631, under the editorial di- 
rection of Doctor Renaudot. This 
mest powerful of the early journalists 
of France was born in 1584 and, after 
graduating in medicine, established 
himself in Paris about 1612. Richelieu 
and Pierre d’Hoziner, the genealogist, 
are said to have inspired Renaudot in 
establishing the Gazette, which was 
published weetly and consisted of two 
small sheets, the first bearing the title 
of Gazette and the second Nouvelles 
Ordinaires de Divers Endroits. Doc- 
tor Renaudot established the prece- 
dent, long followed in European jour- 
nalism and by no means extinct, of 
presenting foreign news first and rele- 
gating domestic and local news to the 
last page. Soon after the establish- 
ment of the Gazette Doctor Renaudot 
was granted an exclusive monopoly of 
printing and selling newspapers in 
France. When the founder died in 
1653 the Gazette passed to his sons.

ALCOHOL GROWS ON TREES 


Liquid Declared to Be Plentiful in 
Blooms Which Flourish in Pro- 
fusion in India. 


Alcohol in these days has attention 
from governments in diverse ways. 
England has had a committee study- 
ing the possibilities of increasing the 
production of alcohol to be used in 
generating power. 

The opportunities discussed by the 
committee are interesting. Of course, 
potatoes, artichokes and cereals came 
‘in for attention. But it seems there 
are less known sources of alcohol. For 
example, there is the flower of the 
mahua tree, which flourishes in Hy- 
derabad and the central part of India. 
This flower, when sun dried, contains 
6 per cent of its weight in ferment- 
able sugar, and apparently is to be 
gathered by the ton. Then there are 
the fertile gases oi the coke ovens. 
They are so rich in surprises to the 
everyday man that it is not very start- 
ling to learn -they cogtain ethylene, 
which by synthetic processes some 
what developed

cohol.
